MAIN STREET WIDENING JOB 
“MAY BE ABANDONED 


Council Cool Toward Project After Effort 
To Acquire Property At Fiqure Deemed 
Reasonable Fails Of Results 


The projected widening of Main 
Street in the block between the 
Purity Store and Clay Street may 
be abandoned by the city council, 
it appeared Tuesday evening. 

The council had sought to acquire 
pieces of property fronting on Main | 
Street and of varying depth from 
various owners in the interest of 
widening the street at this point as 
a part of a far-reaching program 
for increasing the width of the 
street in its narrower sections over 
a period of years. 

However, it was indicated, at the 
prices which the owners appear to 
be asking, and in consideration of 
the amount of money the city has 
to spend in acquisition of the prop- 
erty that there would be insuffici- 
ent funds left to pay for any con- 
siderable amount of materials or 
work. 

Councilmen thought that widen- 
ing of the street would add to the 
value of the property and it was 
rather broadly intimated that in at 
least one instance, there is a deal 
pending between the owner and a 
second party for acquisition of 
property for business purposes on 
that section of the street at such

| Household Hints 


If pears have to stand a little 
while when you’re canning them, 
it’s best to keep them covered in 
salt water so they won’t darken. 
Use two tablespoons of salt to a 
gallon of water. To help keep 
pears used in appetizers, salads 
or desserts from darkening, 
sprinkle them with a little orange, 
lemon, lime or grapefruit juice as 
soon as peeled and store in a cold 
place. 


To remove stains from decant- 
ers, fill them with borax water—2 
tablespoons of borax to each 2 
cups of boiling water needed to 
fill the decanter. After several 
hours, if the stains have not come 
out, add a crushed egg shell to the 
solution and shake vigorously. 
Rinse well, then wash in hot soapy 
water. Rinse again in boiling 
water, and invert to dry.
